This John Rawley was the son of John and Millie (Drake) Rawley, the 

former of England and the latter of German descent. He traced his ancestry | 

to Str Walter Raleigh, the orthography of the nane having been changed. 

He could recall the time when he wore buckskins and moccastns and used 

the hominy morter and hand corn mill. He owned (1884) 400 acres of land, 

a commanding restdence and tmprovements and was one of the leading farmers 

and most respected citizens of the county. So goes the biographical material — 
on just a few of the Rawley men. John Rawley, gust menttoned, had a brother 
Welltan Rawley, who was also a teacher and ee tae? these are the tnditviduals 
for whom the Rawley School was named. 


I have given these brief sketches - not because they have definitely been.

do give us an idea of the type of people they were; tndustrious, tntelligent,

Edwards taught school and they made their home in Stubenville. Three children 
were born to them (See Willey lineage). Jacob Edwards died in Illinois where 
they had moved. Returning to Indtena she strove to support herself and two 
rematning children. 


‘In 1872 she married Eivan Rawley and to them one child was born, CLARA E. 


with whom she has made her home since Mr. Rawley's death nearly 20 years ago. 


No child could be truer to a mother than Clara has been und through her 


declining years of almost constant stckness she has constantly adnintstered 
to her mother and left nothing undone that hands could do. God alone, not 
uunan hands, can reward such kindness. You all knew "Aunt Lizate" and her 
life ts an open record for all. She left three chtldren, 15 grandchildren, 


13 great-grandchtldren and a host of frtends to mourn her departure."

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Largest Land Owner Died a Pauper. 

When Elijah Rawley entered the land on which he built the original 
mill on Eel river, at the Old Hill, the patent, or title, by his direction, 
was executed to his little daughter by his first wife, Minerva Rawley, 
which, later on, involved him in much trouble, of which he had not 
taken any forethought. From the proceeds of his mill and a six years’ 
service as clerk and recorder of the county he accumulated: sufficient 
means to make further investment in lands and in course of some years 
became the largest land-holder in the county. The daughter married 
Jordan Beauchamp, who, on learning that his wife held the title to the 
land on which the mill was located, demanded possession, and on refusal 
of Rawley to comply, brought suit to eject the father-in-law and acquire 
possession and control. The case was bitterly contested and kept in the 
courts for six years or more, the son-in-law winning and gaining posses- 
sion in the end, the costs in the case, which were in excess of the value 
of the property involved, falling upon Rawley. The enforcement of 
collections by the courts necessitated the levy of executions upon other 
tracts of his lands and their sale “under the hammer,” his creditors also 
pressing their claims by legal process, until his land holdings were 
exhausted and he left penniless and homeless. In his declining years 


Rawley became a citizen-of Vigo county, where he spent his last days 
in the county asylum, dying there but a few years prior to the Civil war. 
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Upon investigation by Mary Gibbens, it was found that Jordan 
Beauchamp is not the villain Travis made him out to be: 


The first land Elijah sold in 18353 was to Edward Wurts of 
Louisville, Kentucky, and the deed was signed by Elijah Rawley 
and Lavina Rawley. He continued to buy land--the buyer’s wife 
dses not have to sign the deed. It was not until he sald all his 
rights ta the house and lot in Bowling Green in a Quit Claim deed 
that his secand wife, Elizabeth, signed the deed. I have checked 
records in Jackson and Lawrence Caunty and did nat finda 
marriage record far Elijah but maybe he married her in North 
Caralina. He probably married Elizabeth in Clay County, but the 
marriage records burned, sa unless there is a Bible record 
somewhere, we will never know. 

I feel certain the Elijah in Owen County in 1860 is the same 
one wha owned land in Clay County. He has twa brothers, Evan and 
Jahn, bath af wham were in Qwen County. I did net find a burial 
record in the Owen County Cemetery Book. Ted ionic ind selijah 
re GC Le el 18390, and 1840 Indiana Census Index. He was not 
listed in the 1850, 18690, and 1870 Clay County Census. 

In additian to the land Elijah entered fram the gavernment 
he alsa bought SSS acres plus Lat 4 in Block 13 in the tawn of 
Bowling Green. He bought his land in lats of 40 acres, 30 acres 
and 120 acres. Then the roof fell in. 

In the Octeber term of 1842 in the Clay Circuit Court, Levi 
Osborn recovered a judgment against Elijah of $347.20 plus $10.25 


SoeesCour Fae COsSts. At a Sheriff’s sale the land was put up for 
auctican. The 120 acres interested only ene bidder, Selomean 
Huffman, whe bid $70.25. Salaman gat the land and the maney went 
ta pay Levi Osborn. This was nat enough sa anather 40 acres went 


up far sale. At the auction anly John Williams bid an it and gat 
themwlanda stom $9.1...00.. This went aon until Levi finally get his 
maney . 

Thomas Height filed a judgment in the Jacksan County Court 
at the October term in 1820 against Elijah far $583.57 and sne 
half cents plus $15.43 and ane half cents court costs. His 
lawyer showed up in the Clay Circuit Court and more af Elijah’s 
land went an the auction block ta pay his debt. George Hooker of 
Clay County had a judgment against him far maney cowed. Thamas 
Beasley of Lawrence County, Indiana, got a judgment against 
Elijah for $294.66 plus $10.25 casts in the Lawrence County 
BiyeCu sg Cecily eee en oe.» His lawyer brenught this ta the Clay 
Sivseti tC pect et When the land went up for auctican, few pesple 
C0) Ce 0) ee) eee ae These who did, bid very low prices, and it 
would sametimes take 120 acres ta get 150.00. By 13848 his 
property was almost all gane. 

In 1851 Gordon Beauchamp and Minerva Beauchamp filed against 
Elijah. in, the Clay Circuit Court for moaney due.them. They 
evidently had twa bills for the court gave them anly ane cent an 
mone and $40.55 on the other. This was paid with ane af the last 
pieces of land Elijah had. This was the only suit they filed. 
It was mat Gordon Beauchamp who caused Elijah to lose all his 
praperty. It had to be Elijah’s poor management. Steeles: pelel aot 
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ELIJAH_RAWLEY --cantinued-- 

I had always believed this steary in the Clay Caunty histary 
even though I knew there were a lat of mistakes in the book. 
Elias Cooprider was the Sheriff when Gardon and Minerva filed 
their suit against Elijah. As Elias grew older he was a "yarn 
spinner". William Travis was collecting information for his book 
which was published in 1309. Elias Cooprider tald Travis many 
stories including the sane cancerning Gerdoan Beauchamp. Had 
Travis taken sane look at the records he would have found that 
story untrue. Gordon Beauchamp has gone down in history asa 
Villain. I feel I must find mare evidence ta vindicate him. 


Elijah’s and Elizabeth’s children listed in the 1869 Qwen 
Syalely: Census were: John Walter b. 17 Jan 1843; James, barn 19845; 
Susanna, Sori to. and Mary barn 1854. Further research shaws 
Elijah died abent 1865 in Owen Coa. and Elizabeth died about 1381 
alsa in Owen Co. Burial recards have mat been found for them. 
Isaac Henry Rawley sald 2/3 share af Elijah’s land in Owen Co. to 
Jahn Rawley in 1882. They may be alder sons af Elijah.

Splunge Creek while passing arcund a large cak top, suddenly aut 
af the tap sprung an ald he-bear. Mr. Puckett was riding a spry 
young hearse sa says he ta himself, "Now is my time ts see if I 
can’t drive the manster bear.” Som puttings® hisesounsites his 
harse, away went the bear and Mr. Puckett after him. When the 
bear would vary from his course, Mr. Puckett tack mear cuts, and 
so an they went for several hours, but finally old bruin getting 
weary af his pursuer, endeavored ta throw him aff the trace by 
bearing aff toward the more bushy party af Eel River. But Mr. 
Puckett was determined toa head aff his bearship, and by keeping 
ta the east he, far same time, succeeded telerably well, But 
sometime Mr. Bear got aver to the steep breaks of Splunge Creek. 
hice Puckett said him and the bear were very clase ta each ather 
at the beattam of one af those small ravines, but the bear scaled 
the hill ahead «af him and as the bear disappeared over the hill

frightful and wunearthly yell. In a moment, Mr. Puckett was an 
the hill, and there before him was an object af interest that na 
Painter’s brush could da justice tao. It was a hunter trying te 
reach the tap af a hickery sapling having dropped his gun at its 
rats. The bear had come an him in turning the sharp ridge and 
the man had no time to think but in his fright drapped his gun 
and betack himself ta the sapling.

very fat, becoming wearied and his feet warn aut, submittted toa 


be drove to what was then called the Smith's Ferry Road and was 
finally drove abent five miles alang said road when he finally 
laid dawn,and Mr. Puckett obtained a gun and shot him. The gun 
was abtained from Coal Black Isaac. Mr. Puckett lived for many 
years in Vigse County and wsed ta tell the steary with a gaad harty 
laugh, especially about the scare the fellow gat. He finally 
sald aut and, I believe, maved ta Florida. Mr. H. HUDSON near

daubt, has oaften heard the steary af Tom Puckett driving the 
bear.

Back in 1838 one of the principal tewns in Western Indiana 
was at the ald Feeder Dam. [twas laid cut Sy HOWELL SMYTHE “and 
was nmamed Anguilla. Far a time Anguilla fleurished, a large 


flauring mill was built by Terre Haute capitalists and there were 
lumbering interests, several stores and a post office. There 
were high county seat aspirations for the place. The large fleur 


mill was undermined by the treacherous current af Eel River and 
about the time of the decay af the tawn set in, the mill toppled 
myer inte the river and flsated away, and the tawn withered and 
died. Far forty years there has been na dam, na post of fice--in 
fact, mneathing ta indicate that there was aver a town on this 
site.

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Five oar six miles above the dam was the town of Bellaire, 
laid ont by A. L. BAKER in 1852. He was then a member af the 
board af county commissioners wha put in mation a well-defined 
praject ta mayve the county seat ta this town. It was less than 
three miles from Bowling Green, then the caunty seat. Baker 
spent a great deal of meney in _imprevements and built a 


cammadicaus hatel, believed then ta be the finest in any county 
town ain the state. A large warehouse was built and an extensive 
teat ficasinieadrains port, poultry, lumber, and other products was 
carried oan. Baats were towed up ta this place fram the dam; the 
commercial interests of the place were extensive in 1850. About 
half the site of the tawn has been cut away by the current af Eel 
River and the ather half is enclosed in cultivated fields. 


Sixty years aga Williamsburg, better known as "Billtawn"” can 
the National Road and New Brunswick an Eel River were the 
principal towns in the extreme narth and sauth parts of the 
equnty. The faunding of the farmer dates back ta 1334, the 
latter ain 198331. Williamsburg was the principal point an the ald 
National Road between Greencastle and Terre Haute. Nothing is 
left of the tawn today. 


New Brunswick was the head of a flatboat navigaticn an Eel 


River and it was where the cargoes af the preducts fram the 
surraunding caunties were Ilaaded for New Orleans. Near this 
place were Ewits baatyards where the - water crafts were 


manufactured. 


The caonstructian af the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
Railroad killed Williamsburg, and the rival town of Stauntean 
sprung up an the railroad nearby. Teday anly a small percentage 


mf the population has any knowledge of these twa ald towns. 


In 1825 when Clay County was organized, "The Old Hill" was 
the mas frequented and nated point within its boarders. It was 
there wethatertiec wiimsteamiliggwas Gbuilt an Eel River in 18235 by 
ELIJAH RAWLEY. Rawley brought the burr stanes fram Virginia by a 
crude river craft. He flaated them dawn the Kenawha and the Ohic 
Rivers and then up the Wabash, White, and Eel Rivers. These burr 
stones lie in the freant yard of a prominent citizen af Brazil. 


Besides the old towns enumerated, was alsa Jamestawn an the 
National Road, Antipatres on Eel River, Seventy-Six an the 
Bleacamington and Terre Haute stage and mail line, Janesboara an the 


Bawling Green and Terre Haute read--prajected as a county seat 
rival near the geographical center--and Kassuth on the canal near 


Splunge Creek Reservoir. All af them are gone. Kassuth was 
prospectively a tawn of big pretensions and "magnificent 
distances”. The fate of this quintuplet of prospective centers 
of Clay County population and trade was the same as that of 
several others, including Antipatris, the Junction, and the 
Aqueduct, that Mbavetanctwisanlyoinememanry. Only, asverye few wold
